Shot Tower.—We mentioned a few weeks ago, 
the erection of a shot tower in the city of Baltimore. 
The manner of making shot in those towers is this: 
the molten lead, mixed with a small proportion of 
orpiment, a mineral composed of arsenic and sul- 


phur, is poured through a cullender, full of holes | 
of the size it is intended to make the shot, and falls 
into water below ; the smallest shot must fall about 
12 feet, the next size ten feet further, and so on un- 
til it comes to the largest size, which requires a fall 
of 160 feet to perfect it. The shot is then put into 
a revolving cylinder, until it is sufficiently polished, 
when it is placed on an inclined plane, that part 
which is perfect rolls off by itself, and that which 
is defective is thrown on the flattened side, and 
lodges by the way, and is melted and run over. 
There are several other modes of making shot, but 
no other requires these high towers. 











Columbus.—We understand that an original for- 
trait of Columbus has been transmitted from Spain, 
by George G. Barrell, Esq. U. S. Consul at Ma- 
laga, and presented by him to the nation. It is a 
rare and valuable present. It came from Seville, 
and belonged to one of the convents of that place.

Washington City, says the National Intelligencer,

New Orleans papers to the 7th inst. have been 
received at N. York. Slips from the offices of the 
Gazette and Daily Advertiser contain extracts from 
them. N. Orleans remained uncommonly healthy 
—accounts from Natches dated the Ist inst. give a 
gloomy picture of that place; the fever continued 
to rage with unabated violence, nearly all the inha- 
bitants had left the city. Forty-nine persons died 
from the 25th of August to the Ist September.

Latest from Colombia.—By an arrival at Phila- 
delphia from Laguira, letters have been received in 
Baltimore from the latter place dated 9th August— 
it appears that a former report of the dismantling 
and blowing up of Porto Cabello by the Spanish 
garrison was unfounded—the place still held out.— 
The letters received contain contradictory accounts 
as to the actual state of affairs there.—One is, that 
the garrison had offered to capitulate on certain 
conditions, and that the negociation was still going 
on; the other, that General Paez had summoned 
the place to surrender, to which the coevernor re- 
turned a peremptory refusal.— Gaz. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 22, 1823.—~ 

On Saturday morning, between 2 and 3 o’clock, 
the neighborhood of Ninth, near Seuth-street, was 
thrown into a considerable state of alarm by an ex- 
plosion, and the instantaneous demolition of the 
eastern front of a three story briek house, in Ninth, 
next the corner of South-street. The eastern and 
southern walls, together with the floovs, closets, fur- 
niture, &c. were thrown on the pavement and into 
the adjoining yarda heap of ruins. ‘The houses im- 
mediately contiguous, were slightly injured. 

The house was occupied by a Frenchman named 
J. M. Rioult de Mombray; he resided there seve- 
ral years, and was considered to be in a state of 
mental derangement. His body was found lying 
under the ruins near a bed.—!lis head was much 
injured and his body severely scorched. ITe had 
no clothes on him. ‘The Coroner held an inquest 
over the body: they returned a verdict that he 
“came to his death by being blown up with powder, 
in a state of mental derangement in his own house.” 
He was interred on Saturday morning in the public 
burying ground. 

Two Bank Books of his were found. It appears 
from the one kept with Mr. Girard’s bank, that he 
had there a balance in his fervor ef $900; and in 
the United States’ Bank a balance of upwards of 
6 1,200.— ree, Journal.
